Bern Sept. 15, 1789, in New

The quarantine, stems from 
an Australian law which 
provides that any horses cnter- 
ing the nation “down under" 
must first spend six months In 
quarantine either: In England or

Mr A. W, Coloz, oMctal of 
the Melbourne Control and 
Planning Commiltee explained 
that the reason for the law was 
that Australia ‘was completely 
free of five horse discases of 
which they were atrald.
